& result-of the Chicago conference, it has 
become a practical. basig of discussion of 
multilateral transit and traffic rights on in- 
ternational air routes, 

The requirements of an international air- 
line are simple. It needs the right ‘to fy 
through the'air space of other nations, and 
to make stops for. fuel and repairs and for 
emergenty landings: These are transit 
rights"which conference experts called the 
first two freedoms. But an airline also 
needs passengers and cargo, The third free 
dom is the right to disembark your traffic 
when you arrive in a foreign country. The 
fourth freedom is the right to embark traf. 
fie in a foreign country and carry it to your 
own country. Is there enough traffic in the 
third and fourth freedoms to make an air 
line pay? The answer is No. 

Prewar international lines, which ob- 
tained their traffic rights through bilateral 
agreements, invariably carried traffic be-| 
tween foreign countries, this being fifth free- | 
dom traffic, and in some cases even carried | 
traffic that was purely domestic in foreign | 
countries, Thig final category is called sixth 
freédom traffic, technically known as “cabo- 
tage.”

After coming back from his 
two years’ trip as @ runaway, 
Davy Crockey proved himself 
tc be a good son, Learpling that 
his father, owed a note for $36 
to a neighbor, he went to work 
for the neighbor, and in six 
months earned enough money 
to pay the note, 

Mr. Crockett also ewed $40 to 
a Quaker who lived abaut 15 
miles away. Davy went to the 
Quaker’s farm and worked an- 
other six months, then proudly 
showed the $40 note, paid in full, 
to his father.

Just before the bear reached 
}the ground, the hunter shot it 
| again, but the bullet seemed to
